A Prominent clergyman in the-}> 
Church of England suggests 
marriage advisers in the church! 

The suggestion is made to prevent 
in Wngland what is referred to as” 
the calamity of the divorce couft . 
in the United States. Specifically, 

it calls upon the archbishop of Can- 
terbury to appoint a committee for 
‘giving the clergy practical guidance 
in the preparation of their parish- 
foners for courtship, marriage and 
parentage, and in dealing with mar- 
ried persons who. cannot agree. 

» This “column has always been 
strong for prevention in the matter 
of: marriage troubles, rather than 
hunting. around for a cure at the 
incurable stage. And it seems to 
me that a concerted effort on the 
part of the churches for “practical 
guidance”=-which would- indicate 
constructive methods—would be .of 
incalculable value; Adopted in this 
country, it might prove to. be a tre- 
mendous asset, too, in fhe move- 
/ ment to “bring the people back to 
the churches.” 

For all young people are interest- 
ed in marriage. They have heard 
-enough and seen enough of its fail- 
ures to. realize that there must be 
more to it than love’s young dream, 
and would doubtless welcome any. 
guidance and training offered in 

preparation for it. And those who 
are married? It seems to me there 
are few who wéuld not grasp at the 
opportunity for dissection of the 
problems which each imagines to he 
purely personal until they are re- 
vealed as the oldest problems in the 
world. It is that very exposing of 
the problems of disagreement in 
marriage, and in. the light of mod- 
ern psychology and common sense, 
that seems to me to hold so much 
promise before the difficulties have 
grown into a canker of ‘bitterness. 
This column has always: been for 
that kind of prevention and, speak- 
ing in the vernacular, to get it un- 
der the auspices of the churches 
would be swell.

First Post Due Stamps 
Not Printed by U. S. 
The first series of postage due | 
stamps used in the United States’ 
was printed by an American, con- 
cern. In 1894 the bureau of print- 
ing and engraving in: Washington 
took over the printing of * these 
stamps. From 1894 to .1929 the. 
same ‘design, was used; U. 8S. at top |. 
with “postage due”: in a £.2mi-circle 
at the top, and a lozenge-shaped 
‘center containing the numeral of 
‘value. In the early months of 
there was quite a change, “United 
States” was printed: in full across 
‘the top, the semicircle containing 
“postage due” was moved down 
and flattened somewhat and the nu- 
meral of value placed in the cen- 
ter with a lattice for a background, 
In the United States envelope 
stamps there are so many varieties 
that most stamp. collectors remain 
satisfied with simply the major va- 
rieties. Collectors will find that 
searching out the minor varieties is 
both -interesting and fascinating 
and notice carefully the lettering;

Draw a pencil line across the - 
center of a sheet of paper, dip the paper into the soda solution up to ., 
the line, and after the paper has caked remove and thoroughly dry 
it.. Then erase the pencil line; leaving just a faint trace, so that you 
will be able to see ft later. When the opportunity comes to perform the’ 
trick announce to your audience that you will mark the paper, set fire 
to it.and the flames will not spread beyond your magic mark. Draw a‘ 
line across the paper directly over ‘the line you have erased: and ask. 
somebody to apply a match to the paper, being sure that the match is 
applied to the side that has not been soaked in the sclution. The flames 
will spreai, burning one side of the paper, and stop abruptly at the 
pencil line
